THE amazing development of denaturel alcohol ir 
Germany is evident from the fact that during the last 
year that country consumed 120,000,000 gallons - for 
lighting, heating and other industrial purposes. The 
German emperor, it is said, has made the matter one 
of his pet subjects;and one of his palaces near Ber- 
lin is lighted entirely by alcohol lamps. The use of 
denatured alcohol in Germany, is said to be largely 
displacing gasoline and petroleum. 








Tue British Board of Trade in answer to numerous 
inquiries as to whether the new British patent law 
obtains in British possessions as well as in foreign coun- 
tries, announces that the act applies to all holders of 
British patents whether in the colonies or in foreign 
countries. Canadian inventors, for instance, holding 
sritish patents, are therefore compelled either to es- 
tablish factories in Britain, or to make arrangements 
with British people to work their invention, or on the 
other hand to relinquish their patent rights. 








THE nation’s wealth is not in the hands of a few, ac- 
cording to L. G, Powers, chief statistician of the cen- 
sus bureau at Washington, writing on “The Assets 
of the United States.” Mr. Powers has the follow- 
ing to say of the concentration of wealth in America: 
‘lf we start with the value of farms and other homes 
vhich are known to be owned by men of small pos- 
essions, the savings bank deposits and other known 
ossessions of those of moderate means, and then add 
‘ie lowest popular estimates of the possessions of our 
nillionaires, we have an aggregate far in excess of the 
ensus appraisal of national wealth, and the conclu- 
.on under such circumstances is irresistible either that 
e census estimates are ridiculously small or the popu- 
r estimates of the wealth of our millionaries are 
reatly exaggerated.” Mr. Powers does not find any . 
idence that would justify either the statement that 
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our national wealth is grossly understated er that our 
millionaires own. so large a share of that wealth as 
to leave the great majority without property. 








ON practically all of the Western railroads the de- 
mand for freight cars is now so great that were it not 
for the large quantity of the cers left west of the 
Mississippi river by Eastern railways that do not need 
them there would be at this moment a car shortage 
in this territory, while at the close of the week came 
the fortnightly report of the American Railway As- 
sociation showing a decrease in the number of idle 
cars generally of over 50,000 in the two weeks, being 
the largest similar reduction in the present year. The 
gratifying feature of this exhibit was that the decrease 
was widely distributed and was particularly notable in 
New: England, where the dullness of trade has been 
more accentuated this year than anywhere else. 








“Wuat at first appeared to be only a spurt that 
would last no more than a day or two now appears to 
be a permanent thing for the regular fall business 
season,” said Postmaster Daniel A. Campbell of Chi- 
cago, a few days ago, speaking of the increase in the 
amount of advertising Chicago merchants are doing 
by means of the United States mail. “The way the 
business men are advertising looks as if they are con- 
fident of improved business conditions. We are han- 
dling more advertising now than at any other time in 
the history of the post office.” As proof of his state- 
ment the postmaster produced a report which showed 
4,156.8 tons had been sent through the mail in the first 
twenty days of September. This is an increase of 
26.7 per cent over the same period in 1907, when 
3,280.3 tons. were handled. 








AN EASTERN manufacturer, after having done what 
was considered to be a good year’s business, found, 
however, upon taking inventory and 
closing his books at the end of the, year, 
that the profits were much.Jess than.ex- 
pected and far below those of previous 
years. The solution of this problem is. beyond the 
manufacturer, whose profits are determined by.a-peri- 
odical closing of the books based upon physical :inven- 
tories, writes Harold A. Wright in American Indus- 
tries. An examination of the eccounting methods of 
the concern disclosed the fact that the reduction of 
profits was imaginary, and was the result of an im- 
perfect system of factory cost-keeping. When profits 
are determined in this manner, the inventory is the 
most important factor, yet in many instances it is sub- 
ject to little or no proof as to its accuracy. Every 
entry made upon the books during the year is proved 
and balanced, but the inventory is accepted without 
such verification. 

Inventory is frequently taken by those who are _per- 
haps obliged to do it in connection with their regu- 
lar work, and who are sometimes wholly unaware of 
the importance of accuracy. The real weakness of

the inventory is unquestionably in the pricing, for 
without accurate costs it depends to a great extent 
upon. ability to make an estimate. The pricing of raw 
material, or of anything inventoried in the, condition 
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in which it was purchased, presents no very great dif- 
ficulties, but the valuation of goods in process, finished 
parts and completed goods presents a different prob- 
lem. A certain iron manufacturer claims to have a 
man who can walk through the plant and name an 
amount which will represent the inventory value of 
material in all stages of manufacture. The estimate of 
this man is said to have been found to be so accurate 
that his figures are now accepted without verification. 
To be dependent upon the ability of one individual is 
unsafe, however, and it cannot be expected that an- 
other with equal ability could be found readily. 

To err upon the safe side, in pricing inventories is 
the policy of conservative manufacturers, and if in so 
doing their valuation is below cost, a loss is shown 
upon every item so inventoried. A large increase in 
stock over the previous inventory might show a suffi- 
cient loss to eliminate the greater part of the profits 
made upon the sales. 








AMERICAN business men, the educators of the na- 
tion and the American public generally, will find a 
peculiar special interest in the new 

dog “Graduate School of Business Admin- 


op rotession tration” which has just been established 


at Harvard University, the announced - 


purpose of which is “to establish business training on 
a professional basis.” Of the absolute need of such 
an institution as this and of many of them through- 
out the country, there can be no question, and there 
is no apparent reason why it should conflict with the 
course of study that has long been recognized as the 
essential feature of collegiate education. The Harvard 
authorities announce that it is rot the purpose of the 
new institution to decry or supplant the various ““‘busi- 
ness colleges” that have sprung up throaghout the 
country in response to the demand for helpers in the 
various commercial and industrial enterprises. They 
realize the constantly increasing demand for the high- 
est type of business man, educated in the broadest 
principles of commerce and industry, and they make 
the important statement that it is the purpose of this 
new course of study to supply this demand, without 
conflicting with the work of the so-called commer- 
cial colleges. 

This action by-Harvard is a formal recognition of 
business training as worth fully as much as the rig- 
idly academic in the life of the day. It promises to 
break down the barrier that has too long existed be- 
tween American colleges and the chief pursuits of 
Americans. Daily evidence is being furnished of the 
nation’s demand for trained business men. Concen- 
tration and specialization have little time or patience to 
await the slow working of the individual toward effi- 
ciency in industrial managemenzt. The demand is for 
men educated in the broad principles of business and 
industry, an education that is hardly attempted in the 
commercial colleges, and it is this demand the new 
course of study is designed to meet. 

The new course of study includes teaching of the 
fundamental principles of transportation, banking, pro- 
motion, organization, finance, public administration, 
consular service, accountitig: and ‘insurance and other 
lesser features of commercial and industrial activity. 
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‘The plan of the university authorities is to equip its 
graduates with a deeper knowledge of commercial and 
industrial laws, in order to graduate men capable o/ 
quickly joining their energies with other men who have 
been turned: out of business colleges or out of the 
school of experience into the commercial and industria! 
activities of the nation. 

Little time will be required to test the value of the 
Harvard experiment, in view of the demand for men 
of high mental attainment for leadership in American 
industrial and commercial life. 








Six hundred millions is not an inconceivably vast 
sum in a country like ours, where the average daily 
remuneration of the farmers is about 

Billions in $24,000,000. It is a large sum, however, 

Grain, | when it appears, as it does this year, as 
an increase in value of the grain crop 
alone, over that of the preceding year. It means that 
wheat, corn, oats, barley and rye crops of the United 
States will this year increase the average purchas- 
ing power of every man, women and child in the 
United States about $7 over that of last year. This 
is just the increase. It is when we get down to the 
total value of the crop that the figures being to grow 
bewildering in their immensity. The August report 
of the Department of Agriculture, giving conditions 
and acreages on the grains mentioned, has been re- 
duced to quantitative figures by the statisticians of the 
New York Produce Exchange, and indicates ‘a yield 
of 4,508,892,000 bushels. Corn, of course, leads with 
a total of 2,716,000,000 bushels, oats 911,347,000, 
wheat 675,651,000, barley 173,452,000 and rye 32,442,- 
000 bushels, 

Estimating the value of this immense crop at pre- 
vailing prices, we have a total of $2,937,807,500, with 
the strength of the market situation indicating that 
this sum may be materially increased by higher prices 
later in the season. The wheat yield, according to 
the Government figures, is about 40,000,000 bushels 
greater than that of last year. Corn shows an increase 


of 124,000,000 bushels, oats 157,000,000 bushels, bar- 


ley 20,000,000 bushels, and rye about 1,000,000 bushels. 
These five most prominent grains last year showed an 
out-turn of 4,166,013,000 bushels, which, based on val- 
ues ruling August 15, 1907, was worth $2,353,236,870 
the increased value for 1908 thus being $584,570,630. 

This increase of nearly $600,000,000 in the value of 
the crop is only a portion of the increased benefits that 
the country as a whole will reap from the excellent 
harvest. The additional 343,000,000 bushels of grain 
will all find its way to market in some shape, and to 
move it will require the services of cars and loco- 
motives by thousands and tens_of thousands, and as 
these are again brought into service there will be in- 
creased employment for railroad employes, freight- 
haridlers, warehousemen, and practically all kinds. of 
labor that exacts a certain amount of toll from the 
grain crop at the varying stages through which it 
passes on the way from the farm to the ship.’ 

This grain crop is only one of the many great. re- 
sources which makes the perpetuation or prolongation 
of anything like hard times an impossibility in this 
country. | aie

They tell me that some manufacturers of fawn 
mowers are experimenting with motor mowers that 
are modeled after the style of an automobile, for work 
on parks and large lawns.

Their machine was a weird 
looking contrivance of canvas and steel, about fifty 
feet long, and mounted on bicycle wheels. As an 
aeroplane it proved to be such an utter failure that 
it will probably be sent for further experiments to 
Scotland where perhaps the bracing air of the High- 
lands may make it more buoyant. I see no reason 
why the lawn mower people should not incorporate 
the British aeroplane principle into the mowers that 
they are now experimenting with.

The cowboy started to walk out, but was called back 
by the dealer, who explained that the last legislature 
passed a law which imposes a tax of 50 per cent on 
the gross proceeds from the sale of pistols. 

“If I sold you this sixshooter for $15 I would have 
to pay the State a tax of $7.50,” the hardware man ex- 
plained. “I can lease it to you for fifty years and 
won’t have to pay the State anything.” 

The cowboy saw the point and leased the gun. 

The law, which was enacted for the purpose of tax- 
ing pistols out of existence in Texas, has been in effect 
more than a year. During that period only one or two 
pistols have been sold in Texas, according to the tax 
receipt records of the State Controller’s office. It is 
said that dealers all over Texas are evading the new 
law by leasing pistols for periods of fifty years and 
more. Pistol toting is not openly practiced in any 
part of Texas. Many men still wear sixshooters, but 
the weapons are hidden. There has been a wonderful 
change throughout the southwest in this respect dur- 
ing the last fifteen or twenty years. In the early days 
almost every native in this region wore one or two 
sixshooters in holsters attached to a belt around his 
waist. Then the moral wave which wiped out gam- 
bling in Texas came along and the sixshooter lost its 
popularity. Not long ago a man was fined $100 for 
carrying a pistol in Austin. Not a great many years 
ago $1 and costs was the usual punishment inflicted. 
That “leasing” proposition might be tried in Chicago 
where ordinances are now in furce requiring all deal- 
ers in revolvers and other weapons to obtain a license 
and not:to sell a weapon to a resident who can not 
show a license, unlicensed persons being prohibited 
from owning weapons. The Chicago hardware deal- 
ers, I am informed, are seeking to restrain the City 

of Chicago from enforcing its firearm laws.

Clad only in the scantiest of raiment, the muscles 
of their brawny arms standing out in huge ridges, a 
score or more disciples of Hephaestus promptly at the 
sound of a gong fall into a double line at the base of 
the cupola, the interior of which is a veritable inferno. 
Below the raging flames of myriad colors a mass of 
molten metal glows. Presently its stability is. dis- 
turbed, and it pours forth in a white dazzling stream 
through the spout into the long-handled clay-!ined iron 
ladles held by the molders. Scarcely is one ladle

work. It would appear as if each man felt that the 
reputation of the stoves and ranges of the Chicago 
Stove Works depended upon his individual work, so 
precise is he about the details.

COLOMBIAN SCISSORS TRADE. 





Consul Isaac A. Manning, of Cartagena, calls at- 
tention of American manufacturers of scissors and 
shears to the manner in which these articles soon lose 
their nickel plating, and rust in the tropical climate of 
Colombia. He says: 

“A local merchant recently ordered a stock of scis- 
sors from the United States.. The goods presented an 
attractive appearance on arrival, but soon afterwards 
they began to show rust spots. The stock he ordered 
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was from an eastern factory, but the same complaint 
heard regarding different makes. Shears in use in th’ 

consulate for less than a year have lost all their nick. | 
plate. 

“Not enough attention is being paid to the nick. | 
plating, for once the scissors or shears begin to ru-t 
their usefulness is seriously lessened, as the rust soc, 
destroys the edge and stains the cloth. 

“Another complaint, also a very serious one, w:s 
made by the merchant referred to. He charges the ex. 
porter with failing to fill the order according to in- 
structions. The merchant ordered barber’s scissors, ‘1 
8-inch lengths, and the shipper sent them in 7-inc),, 
saying that ‘all barbers in the United States use the ~- 
inch shears.’ Even if this were true, it should not 
affect the house in its duty to its customer, -for he 
knew what he wanted and why he wanted the particu:- 
lar size mentioned. 

“The barber’s shears is very popular with dress- 
makers and cutters here because of the better edee 
on the blades. The fact that barbers usually do use 
8-inch shears and not 7-inch lays this house open to 
the charge of ‘unloading,’ and the result is dissatisfac- 
tion on the part of the customer, who finds himself in 
possession of a line of goods which are not desirable 
in his trade. American manufacturers and jobbers 
must quit this ‘unloading’ process, this sending ‘some- 
thing else just as good,’ or deciding, for the merchant 
buyer what he wants, when the buyer knows what his 
trade ‘requires, if they would hold trade after getting 
it in South’ America.” © 


FACTS ABOUT WIRE FENCE. 








The American wire fence has become essential to 
the breeders of fancy poultry, game birds, pheasants, 
and other domestic and wild birds. Game preserves 
are fenced in by woven wire fences to the height of 
fifteen and twenty feet. This keeps out dogs and 
prowling animals and prevents the fowls from flying 
outside of the preserve. Upward of ten thousand miles 
of woven wire fence have been used for game pre- 
serves, and without this invention the preservation of 
some of the choicest domestic and wild fowls would 
be impossible. 

A barbed wire, closely woven high fence is about 
the hardest thing for a poacher to get through ever 
invented, says George E. Walsh in the Sunday Maga- 
zine. _He may be able to scale a stone wall, but he 
cannot creep through a wire fence of this character, 
and as for climbing over it, the risk to his life .is too 
great. When the first game preserve was fenced in 
by a barbed wire fence to keep out poachers as we’! 
as dogs and stray wild animals, it trapped three pe: 
sistent lawbreakers. The first tried to. climb tlic 
woven fence, and was caught near the top so. that he 
could not. extricate himself. His body was foun! 
frozen to death two days later, dangling from the t: 
strand of the fence. The second managed to clim 
over, but fell. from the top and fractured a leg. [i 
was picked up unconscious the following day by th: 
watchman. The third escaped, but with such tattere: 
and torn clothes and a dozen bad scratches on his bo! 
that he decided never to repeat the operation. 
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It is not often that wire fences are used as bird 

aps, but in Virginia, where quail a few years 
-o were very plentiful, a farmer made considerable 
» this way. He had his farm fenced in with a close 
voven wire fence. He distributed food for the quail 
nside of his inclosure. A hard winter followed, and 
the quail outside of the inclosure sought in vain to 
force their way through the fence. They could get 
their heads and part of their bodies through; but there 
they stuck, and some fell exhausted at the foot of the 
fence. In one morning the farmer gathered upward 
of one hundred quails along the fence either dead or 
too exhausted to fly away. After that he spread tempt- 
ing food just inside the fence beyond the reach of the 
birds, and nearly every morning walked along the 
route of the fence to gather the wild birds which had 
sought to steal his grain. 

The constant war between the cattlemen and sheep 
herders at one time resolved itself around the wire 
fence question, The opposition to the fences by the 
cattlemen was so intense that the government had to 
intervene. The cattlemen supplied themselves with 
powerful clippers, and made midnight raids upon the 
fences. Armed bodies of men often had to stand on 
guard all night to keep the wire fences intact. But the 
fencing of the West-is now going on steadily and 
peacefully. Not only are the farms, prairies, and up- 
land districts being inclosed by American wire fences, 
but the forests and woodlands as well. The fences in 
the latter are being used for forest telephone fire 
alarms, and several bad conflagrations have been 
checked by prompt notice of the danger. When the 
fire alarm is given the forest fire fighters assemble at 
a given place which has previously been decided upon 
and hurry in a body to the scene of the outbreak.

The following furnace “don’ts” are given in the 
condensed catalogue of “Superior” furnaces, furnace 
pipe, fittings and supplies of the Utica Heater Co. of 
Utica, N. Y.: 

Don’t put your furnaces in too small—it is poor econ- 
omy and expensive in the long run. 

Don’t fail to give the owner a few instructions before 
turning the job over to him—a word in time often saves 
angry words later and a dissatisfied custonfeér. 

Don’t fail to damper all pipes and connect up the drafts 
to the chain plate upstairs. ‘These are little things, but it is 
the little things in the heating business that count. 

Don’t fail to examine the chimney carefully when esti- 
mating; a good draft is absolutely essential—a poor draft 
will condemn the best of jobs. No furnace flue should be 
smaller than 8. inches, and from that to 12 inches. 

Don’t leave heat pipes uncovered—asbestos paper is cheap 
and coal expensive. 

Don’t forget the smoke-pipe damper—the check damper 
is good, but both are better. 

Don’t let the mistress of the house or the owner tell 
you where the registers should be placed—you know, and 
they only think they do. 

Don’t guess on the size of the cold air box—be exact. 
More mistakes aré made in cold air supply than in any other 
part of hot air heating. With inside air have full capacity 
of heat pipes; with outside air, one-third less. 

Don’t locate cold air faces in side walls, understairs, or 
in air-bound corners—many have already tried it unsuccess- 
fully. 

.Don’t agree to heat the building with “very, very little 
coal”—the age of fuelless heaters is still far distant and 
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your promises are apt to come back to you when id bill 
presented for payment. 

Don’t take some pipes off the top ‘of the casing a 
some off the side—it won’t work. 

Don’t fail to elevate all pipes as much as possible—) 
air will not travel horizontally, and all pipes should havc 
gradual and appreciable rise from the furnace to the r. 


ister. 
Don’t set the furnace at one end of the cellar—tocat: 


centrally, about one-third nearer the more exposed side 
the building, and have all pipes as near the same length a | 
as short as practical. However, pipes running to expos. | 
rooms should be larger and if possible shorter than « 


others. 
Don’t make sharp bends in the heat pipes, and avoid 


unnecessary elbows. 

Don’t run pipes in outside walls unless absolutely nec: -- 
sary in order to reach the upper rooms—oval pipes can |x 
run in partitions and round pipes in closets and chimneys. 

Don’t cut down the size of registers—they should be 
even greater capacity than the pipes supplying them. 

Don’t neglect to pack carefully all joints, and to cem:nt 
around the door frames—the furnace which leaks gas is 
abomination. 

Don’t face the furnace directly away from the coal bin— 
in. Superior Furnaces the radiator can be turned in tle 
cup-joint and the smoke-pipes taken off at any angle. 

Don’t take the job unless you can get a price which wil! 
enable you to do it right—better to lose the work than io 
install an unsatisfactory job. 

Don’t use smaller than 7T-inch round pipe for any cellar 
connection, no matter how small the room—the usual resi- 
dence size is 8 inches to 12 inches. 

Don’t. forget that air travels with a spiral or ecircul:r 
motion, therefore round pipes are better conductors of hot 
air than square pipe. 

Don’t run round cellar’ pipes directly into the square 
pipe—use a boot or foot piece, as shown by Cuts HH and 12 
on page 9. All pipes should be on a level when they leave 
the casing, no matter what the size. 

Don’t fail to line the woodwork with tin or asbestos 
paper, wherever any smoke-pipe or hot air pipe comes close 
to it. 

Don’t forget that satisfaction is remembered long a‘tcr 
the price is forgotten—in nothing is this more true than in 
heating.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


Reports from all sections of the country indicate a 
general hesitancy on the part of hardware consumers 
to place orders for large quantities, due, no doubt, to 
a large extent to the impending election, From the 
agricultural sections there is a good business coming 
forward, due to the beginning of the movement of the 
heavy crops, while the improvement in building lines 
has stimulated the market to quite an extent. Stocks 
in the hands of both jobbers and retailers are at a low 
ebb, and many replacements are necessary, which will 
bring out a good buying movement later in the year. 
The demand for wire nails continues to hold out weil. 
Manufacturers report the bulk of the business coming 
forward for small lots, indicating that jobbers all over 
the country are stocking up against a better demand 
later in the year. While most of the orders are for 
spot goods, there is a fair run of contract business. 
The reaffirmation of prices on cut nails has done mucii 
to restore confidence on the part of consumers, who 
are buying more freely, although purchases are mainly 
for small lots for immediate requirements. Barb wire 
is a little slow. It was expected that there would be a 
better demand toward the close of September, but such 
has not been the case. Prices are firm and unchanged. 
Manufacturers of plain wire report a steady run of 
specifications on old orders, with a fair volume of new 
business. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car- 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than carloads and $2.40 
out of store. The base price of cut nails at the mili 
is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for full 
carloads at the mill, $1.95 for less than carloads at the 
mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbers’ carload lots, $1.95; re- 
tailers’ carload lots, $2; painted barb wire, jobbers’ 
carload lots, $2.10; retailers’ carload lots, $2.15, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car- 
loads, $1.80 and to retailers in carloads, $1.85.

COPPER. 

Notwithstanding the fact that there is still a very 
quiet tone to the market for ingot copper, there-ha:; 
been very little change in the actual! selling quotations. 
The leading producers are still asking 14 cents fo: 
Lake copper, with occasionally a sale being made at 
13% cents. In the absence of any material concession 
by the producer, the current quotations are entire'y 
speculative, and so understood. It is still a waiting 
market, as far as actual trarsactions are concerned, the 
business from day to day being confined to the smal! 
amounts needed by consumers to keep their plants rut- 
ning, and which they are willing to take at current 
quotations. The outlook for copper is considered very 
good, The strong points are the increased use of 
copper in building construction on account of the low 
price and the probable great increase in the electrifica- 


















tion of steam -rajlroad lines. There is no doubt that 
the return of nérmal condition$ in railroads will bring 
about renewed activity in this direction, and that many 
plans for the adoption of electricity are simply waiting 
for a more auspicious opportunity. The base price of 
copper wire is being maintained at 15%4 cents, with a 
moderate amount of business doing. Sheet copper is 
firm and unchanged, the base price being 18 cents. 
There has been no change in yellow metal, quotations 
being 17 cents for dimensions, 15 cents for sheathing 
and sheathing nails, 16 cents for slating nails and 17 
cents for keel and stem metal.

Business in iron bars continues to increase and 
manufacturers are more optimistic over the future of 
the market. Best réfined bars are held at $1.56, with 
ordinary quality at $1.41 to $1.51. 


PIG IRON. 

The pig iron market is still very dull. The foun- 
dries are having a quiet trade, and though they have 
been able to hold the improvement noted a while back, 
there has been no further gain. There are quite a 
number of small orders coming forward, but no large 
blocks are being sold for either tg08 or 1909 delivery. 
There is considerable complaint over the fact that these 
orders are so slow in materializing, and that so little 
change is noted in the market from week to week. A 
very large sale of basic iron, 40,000 to 50,000 tons, for 
delivery in the fitst quarter of 1909, is reported to have 
been made recently in eastern Pennsylvania, at prices 
somewhat higher than the last reported sale of a round 
lot. While this iron does not come into competition 
with foundry grades, the sale is of interest, inasmuch 
as it shows that the large steel making interests have 
faith enough in the future to purchase so freely at 
this time. There does not seem to be much hope of 
substantial improvement in the iron trade until after 
the election is over, possibly not even then. As regards 
sales for 1909 delivery, the furnaces are still holding 
ff, and are not disposed apparent!y to make any sales 
f moment except at an advance over the current quo- 
‘ations. In the Alabama field there is no change to 
ote, the quotation f. o. b. Birmingham being un- 
hanged at $12.50@13. In practice, however, there is 
considerable irregularity, as some of the furnaces are 
olding their iron very firmly at $13, while others are 
‘ported to be ready to shade at $12.50 a little.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “The market is quiet, with the most interest manifest 
in the movement of iron on old contracts. There has been 
little new business of any size placed and current sales are 
mainly for immediate consumption. Southern iron is strong 
and firm, with good movement on old contracts and a reported 
decrease in furnace stacks. 

“Consumers who have been buying spot lots of Northern 
iron now appear to be using more of the Southern, and if 
they have had any on contracts are now wanting deliveries 
right up to contract specifications. This has resulted in 
making the market for Northern iron dull. One or two of 
the larger interests in the Birmingham district have taken on 
enough tonnage for this year to satisfy them and are not 
pressing for new business during that period 

“There is reluctance on the part of most furnaces in 
North and South to quote on business for next year in any 
quantity, and this will in all probability be the case until! after 
the election. 

“Coke production is increasing daily, in spite of the difh- 
culty with shortage of labor and poor water supply. It is esti- 
mated that about a thousand more ovens are in blast in the 
Connellsville district this week over the week before, and the 
same ratio holds good of other points. Prices are firm with a 
fair demand. Advantageous prices can be obtained now for 
a year ahead and such business in foundry coke has been 
good.” 

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “There is a notable tendency in the pig iron market 
to take no long chances. Buyers are cautious in regard to 
the future, and sellers are even more so. The furnacemen 
are all trying to limit deliveries to as short a time ahead as 
possible, but when urged are accommodating consumers by 
selling into 1909, but at a premium over prices asked for 
this year. And as a matter of fact, there is more interest 
in 1909 iron than in this year—this, of course, because the 
history of this year is regarded as practically settled. Orders 
for next year are coming in a straggling fashion, but little 
by little the tonnage booked for that shipment is growing 
to a respectable figure. 

“This week has been practically a duplicate of three or 
fou rweeks that preceded it. Buying has been widely scat 
tered with a good deal more going on in the Eastern and 
Western markets than in the middle West proper. But there 
is a steady demand for all kinds of iron—mostly in small 
four weeks that preceded it. Buying has beer widely scat 

“Prices apparently have crystallized, for in spite of all 
attempts to batter them down they remain steady. 

“One of the most encouraging signs of the times is the 
heavier consumption of coke. Coke is not bought and stored, 
but is bought to be used promptly, and it is significant that 
consumers are urging faster coke deliveries.”
